State were made jn a bill which 
the chief exccutive, Mr. Eamon 
de Valera, laid-before an animat- 
ed special session of the Dail 
this‘afternoon. .

Government that the Free State was 
unable to agree to the exact terms of 
Procedure adopted by Great Britain 
and the Dominions._.for Jegislation. 
arising dut of the constitutional 
crisis, us provided by the Statute of 
Westminster. 

Therefore the Saorstat decided to 
introduce two bills dealing with the 
Constitution and external’ relations 
respectively, The bills provide re- 
cognition of the-new King, but the 
function which the monarch js to 
exercise henceforth in the adminis- 
tration of the Free State Is limited.

Substantlat reductions in ‘local 
legal fees, in claims of between 


-| $1,000 and $5,000, are announced by 


the Incorporated Law Society of 
‘Hongkong. 


Of thelr own.volition, the solicitors 
und barristers of this Colony have 
rectified previous arrangements _ by 
which claims: involving sums just 
over the maximum for summary 
jurisdiction have been charged at 
feces corresponding to much greater 
amounts, This. beneficial. amend- 
ment ‘comen into force on January: 
1, 1937. E 


“Under the present scale, claims 
even a few dollars over the summary 
jurisdiction maximum _ of - $1,000 
were charged fees more than-double 
the amount of claims of-$1,000 or 
below, thus causing hardship to the 
parties ‘concerned. By the new 
amendment in charges, .a_ sliding 
scale has been arranged whereby 
claims between $1,000 and $5,000 are 
charged according to the amounts. 


Fees in. claims between $1,000 and 
$3,000 will be reduced approximate- 
ly to half of what fs now charged 
while fees in.claims over $3,000 and 
up’to $5,000 will be reduced by about 
a third. In claims over $5,000, the 
fees. will remain og previously, -

The Metal Exchange showed. some 
disappointment to-day with the In- 
ternational Tin -Committce’s | an- 
nouncement of a 100 per cent. quota 
for the first quarter of 1937, since 
most quarters cxpected a reduction 
to 95 and somé even to 90 per cent. 
Only’ Malaya nnd the Dutch: East 
Indices are cut by five per cent.,. it 
seems. E : 

The Committee also approved ao 
draft scheme for the - renewal of 
control of production for five years 
from January 1, 1937. 

The technical adjustments, it is 
heid, affect the two leading producers, 
the. Netherlands East Indies and the 
Malayan growers, for the benefit of 
Siam and the Belgian Congo, who 
are understood to be receiving sub- 
stantial increases in tonnage under 
a new scheme, while the tonnage’ of 
other countries is largely unchanged. 

Though a five per cent. cut repre- 
sents n decrense of about 500 tons 
per month from the. Netherlands 
Indles and = Moalayn, others’ will 
probably show a: larger production 
over ‘the next three months, with a 
consequent rise of visible stocks 
during that perlod, which some ‘hold 
will calla further cut in the qota, in 
spite of excelient consumption. 

It is understood to-day’s small cut 
was: instigated by Bolivian; which fs 
most anxious for higher prices in 
view of her inabllity to increase pro- 
duction. But the Dutch. who ore 
alleged to be considerably oversold, 
opposed a cut and with the British 
negotinting, «2 compromise involving 
n five per cent. reduction for Malaya 
nnd the Netherlands Indies was at- 
tulned.—Reuter. a
